"The Admiral had, aod it appeared mott jullly, the 
highelt opinion of, and placed the firmett reliance on 
‘the valour and conduét of every captain in his fquadron. 
It had been his praétice during the whole of his cruize, 
swhenever the weather and circumftances would permit, 
to have his capcains on board the Vanguard, sits oe 
would fully develope to them his own ideas of the differ- 
ent and beft modes of attack, and fuch plans as he pro- 
jpofed to execute upon falling in with the enemy, what- 
ever theif pofition or fituation might be, by night * by 
‘day. ‘There was no poflible potition in which they

~ It has been already smiimtioned, that’ we faw the Pha- 
xos of Alexandria at noonon the ritof Augutt. The 
‘Alexander and Swiftfure had been detached a-head on 
the preceding evening to reconnoitre the ports of Alexan- 
dria, while the main body of the {quadron kept in the 
offing. The enemy’s fleet were first discovered by the 
‘Zealous, Captain Hood, who immediately communica- 
ted, by fignal, the number of thips, fixteen, laying at 
anchor in line of battle, in a bay upon the larboard bow, 
‘which we afterwards, found to be Aboukir Bay. The 
Admiral hauled bis wind that inftant, 2 movement 
which was immediately obferved and followed by the 
whole fquadron ; and at the fame time he recalled the 
silexander and Swiftfure. The wind was at this time 
N.N.W. and blew what feamen call a top gallant breeze. 
It was neceffary to take in the royals whea we hauled 
upon a wind. ; 
; ‘The Admiral. made the fignal to prepare for battle, 
and that it was his intention to attack the enemy’s van 
and centre as they lay at anchor, and according to the 
- plan before developed. _ His idea, in this difpofition of 
his force was, firlt to fecure the victory, and then to 
make the molt of it as circumftances might permit. A 
bower cable of each fhip was immediately got out abaft, 
and bent forward. ‘We continued carrying fail and 
dtanding in for the efiemty’s fleet in a clofe line of battle. 
AAs all the offices of ‘our fquadron were totally unac- 
quainted with Aboukir Bay, each fhip kept founding as 
the ftood in. 
- The enemy appeared to. be moored ina ftrong and 
compact line of battle; civcs in with the fhore, their 
line defcribing am obtufe angle in its form, flanked by 
humerous gun-boats, four frig:ites, and a battery of guns 
and mortars on an ifland -in their van.—This fituatiyn 
of the enemy feemed to fecure to them the molt decided 
advantages, as they had nothing to attend to but their 
‘artillery, in their fuperior fill, in the ufe of which the 
French fo much pride themfelves, and to which indeed 
their {plendid’ feries of land victories was chicfly to 
be’ imputed. . 
. The pofition of the enemy prefented the moft formi- 
dable obfiacles ; but the Admiral viewed thefe with the 
eye of a feaman determined on attack ; and it inftantly 
{truck his eager and penetrating mind, that where there 
was room for an enemy’s fhip to {wing, there was room 
for une of ours tojanchor. No further Signal was neceflary 
than thofe which had already been made. ‘Fhe Ad- 
miral’s defigns were as fully known" to his whole fqua- 
dron, as was his determination to conguer, or periih in 
the attempt. 
The Goliath and Zealous had the honour tg lead in- 
fide, and to receive the firft fire from the van hips of 
the enemy, as well as from the batteries and gun-boat$ 
with which their van was fkrengthened.

Captain Thomfon, of the Leander, ' 
a degree of judgment highly honourable to bis p 
Gonal chara&ter, advanced towards the enemy $ line on 
the outfide, and molt judicioufly dropped his anchor a- 
thwart haufe of Le Franklin, raking her with great fuc- 
cefs, the fhot from the Leander’s broadfide which pal- 
fed that fhip all ftriking L’Orient, the flag fhip of the 
French commander in chief. 

‘The action commenced at fun-fet, which was at 31 
minutes patt fix P. M. with an ardour and vigour which 
it is impoflible to defcribe. 

At about feven o’clock total darknefs had come on; 
but the whole hemifphere was, with intervals, itluminated 
by the fire of the hoitile fleets. Our thips, when dark- 
nefs came on, had all hoifted their diftinguifhing lights, 

afig-al from the Admiral. 
SS yan-thip of the enemy, Le Guerrier, was dif- 
matted in lefs than twelve minutes ; and, in ten minutes 
after, the fecond fhip, Le pag iter pe and the third, 
Le Spartiate, very nearly at the fame moment were allo 
difmatted ; L’Aquilon ard Le Souverain Pcuple, the 
fourth and fifth fhips of the enemy’s line, were taken 
poffeffion of by the Britith at half pa{t eight in the e- 
vening. 

Captain Berry, at that hour, fent Lieutenant Gal- 
wey of the Vanguard, with a party of marines, to take 
poffeflion of (Le Spartiate, and that officer returned by 
the boat, the French Captain’s {word, which Captain 
Berry immediately delivered to the Admiral, who was 
then below in confequence of the fevere wound which 
he had received in the head during the heat of the at- 
tack. 

At this time it appeared that victory had already de- 
clared itfelf in our favour, for although L’Orieot, L’- 
Heureux, and Tonnant were not taken poffeflion of, 
they were confidered as completely in our power, which 
pleafing intelligence Captain goa | had likewife the fa 
tisfa@ion of communicating in perfon to the Admiral. 

At ten minutes after nine, a fire was obferved on 
board L’Orient, the French Admiral’s fhip, which 
feemed to. proceed from the after part of the cabin, and 
which increafed with great rapidity, prefcotly involving 
the whole of the after part of the thip in flames.

diftreffes of his fituation, a feeble one it is true—that his 
thip ferved as a beacon for other fhips, viz. the Alex- 
ander, Thefeus, asd Leander, which were advancing 
with all poflible fail fet clofe in his rear, and which 
otherwife might have experienced a fimilar misfortune, 
and thus in a greater proportion till, have weakened 
our force. 

Tt was not till the morning of the 2d, that the Cul- 
loden could be got off, and it was found fhe had suf- | 
fered very confiderable damage in her bottom ; that her | 
rudder was beat off, and the crew could fcarcely keep 
her afloat with all pumps going. 

The refources of Captain ‘T'roubridge’s mind availed 
him much, and were admirably exerted upon this trying 
occafion. In four days he had a new rudder made 
upon his own deck, which was immediately {hipped, 
and the Culloden was again ina ftate for aftual fervice, 
though {till very leaky. 

The Admiral, knowing that the wounded of his 
own fhips had been well taken care of, bent his firft 
attention to thofe of the enemy. He eftablifhed a 
truce with the Commandant of Aboukir, and through 
him made a communication to the Commandant of A- 
lexandria, that it was his intention to allow all the 
wounded Frenchmen to be taken afhore to proper hol- 
pitals, with their own furgeons to attend them ; a pro- 
pofal which was well received by the French, and which 
was carried into effect on the following day. 

The activity and generous confideration of Captain 
Troubridge were again exerted at this time for the ge- 
neral good. He communicated with the fhore, and had 
the address to procure a fupply of frefh provilions, oni- 
ons, &c. which were ferved out to the fick and wound- 
ed, and which proved of effential utility. 

Onthe 2d, the Arabs and Mamelukes, Xho during 
the battle had lined the fhores of the bay, faw with 
tranfport that the victory was decifively ours, an event 
in which. they participated with an exultation almoft 
equal to our own ; and oh that and the two following 
nights, the whole coaft and country were illuminated 
as far as we could fee, in celebration of our victory. 
This nad a great effeét upon the minds of our prifoners, 
as they conceived that this illumination was the confe- 
quence not entirely of our fuccefs, but of fome fignal 
advantage obtained by the Arabs and Mamelukes over 
Buonaparte. 

Although it is natural to fuppofe that the time and 
attention of the Admiral, and all the officers of his 
fquadron, were very fully employed in repairing the da- 
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ation that {truck his mind, was per 


ertion. A boat, the only one that could fwim, was in- 
ftanly difpatched from the Vanguard, and other thips 
that were in a condition to do fo inimediately follow. 
ed the example ; by which means, from the beft poffi- 
ble information, the liyes of about feventy ‘Frenchmen 
were faved. 

‘The light thrown by the fire of L’Orient upon the 
furroundinig objects, enabled us to perceive with more 
certainty the fituation of the two fleets, the colours of 
both being clearly diftinguifhable. The cannonading 
was partially kept up to leeward of the centre till about 
ten o’clock, when L’Orient blew up with a moft ter- 
rible explofion. An awful paufe and death-like filence 
for about three minutes enfued, when the wreck of 
malts, yards, &c. &c. which had been carried to a vatt 
height, fell down into the water, and on board the fur- 
rounding fhips. A port fire from L’Orient fell into 
the main royal of the Alexander, the fire occafioned by 
which was however extinguifhed in about two minutes 
by the active exertions of Captain Ball. 

After this awful fcene, the firing recommenced with 
the fhips to leeward of the centre till twenty minutes 
paft ten, when there was a total ceffation of firing for 
about ten minutes ; after which it was revived till about 
three in the morning, when it again ceafed. 

After the victory had been fecured in the van, fuch 
Britifh thips as were in a condition to move had gone 
down upon the freth thips of the enemy. 

At five minutes paft five in the morning, the two 
rear hips of the enemy, Le Guillaume Tell and Le 
Genereux, were the only French fhips of the line that 
had their colours flying, 

At fifty-four minutes paft five, a French frigate, L?- 
Artemife, fired a broadfide, and {truck her colours 3 but 
fuch was the uawarrantable and infamous eondudt of the 
French Captain, that after having thus furrendered, he 
fet fire to his thip, and, with part of his crew,-made his 
efcape on fhore. 

Another of the French frigates, La Serieufe, had 
been funk by the fire from fome of our fhips ; but as 
her poop remained abéve water, her men were faved 
upon it, and were taken off by our boats in the morn- 
‘ ing. 

The Bellerophon, whofe mafts and cables had been 

entirely fhot away, could not retain her fituation abreatt 
of L’Orient, but had drifted out of the line to the lee- 
fide of the bay, a little before that thip blew up. ‘I'he 
Aadacious was in the morning detached to her aflitt- 
ance. 
At eleven o’clock Le Genereux and Guillaume Tell, 
with two frigates, La Juttice and La Diane, cut their 
cables and ftood out to fea, purfued by the Zealous, 
Capt. Hood, who, as the Admiral himfelf has {tated, 
handfomely endeavoured to prevent their efcape ; but 
as there was no o fhip in a condition to fupport the 
Zealous, fhe was recalled. 

The whole day of the fecorid was employed in fecu- 
ring the French hips that had truck, and whith were 
now all.completely in our noffeflion, Le Tonnant and 
Timoleon excepted; as thefe were both difmafted, and 
confequently could not efcape, they were naturally the 
laft of which we thought of taking poffeffion. 

Onathe morning of the third the ‘Timoleon was fet 
fire to, and Le'Tonnant had cut her cable and drifted on

; At two o’clock accordingly on that day, public fer- 
vice was performed on the quarter deck of the Van- 
guard, by the Rev. Mr Comyn, the other thips following 
the example of the Admiral, though perhaps not all at 
the fame time. 

This folemn aét of gratitude to Heaven feemed to 
make a very deep impreflion upon feveral of the prifo- 
ners both officers and men ; fome of the former of whom 
remarked, * that it was no wonder we could preferve 
fach order and difcipline, when we could imprefs the 
minds of our men with fuch fentiments after a victory fo 
great, and at a moment of fuch seeming confufion.” 

On the fame day the following memorandum was is- 
sued to all the fhips, expreflive of the Admiral’s fenti- 
ments of the noble exertions of the different officers and 
men of his {quadron. 


“© Vanguard, 2d day of Auguft 1798, 
“off the mouth of the Nile. 

“ The Admiral moft heartily congratulates the Cap- 
tains, Officers, Seamen and Marines of the {quadron he 
has the honour to command, on the event of the late 
action ; and he defires they will accept his moft fincere 
and cordial thanks for their very gallant behaviour 
in this glorious battle. It muft {trike forcibly every 
Britith Seamen, how fuperior their condu& is, when in 
difcipline and good order, to the riotous behaviour of 
lawlefs Frenchmen. 

_ The {quadron may be affured the Admiral will not 
fail with his difpatches, to reprefent their truly merito- 
rigus conduct in the {trongeftterms to the Cowman- 
der in Chief.

The praife exprefled in this memorandum could not 
fail to be highly acceptable and gratifying to every in- 
dividual in the {quadron ; and the obfervation eich it 
endeavoured to imprefs upon the minds of all, of the 
ftriking advantages derived from difcipline and good or- 
der, was fo much the effeét.of recent experience, that 
every heart immediately affented to its jultice. 

The benefit of this important truth will not 
be confined to any particular branch of :

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HOUSE OF COMMONS, Dec. 11. 

Me Marsuam took the oaths, and his feat for the 
borough of Heythe. 

A mefiage from the Lords announced that they had 
agreed to Lord Nelfon’s annuity-bill without any amend- 
ment. 

Sir Joun Anperson brought up the report of a 
committee to whom petitions for regulating the port of 
London had been. referred. A bill agreeable to the re- 
port was ordered to be brought in. 

The Cape of Good Hope trade bill was read a firft 
time, and ordered to be read a fecond time. 

SCOTS SMALL NOTES, 

On the motion of Mr. William Dundas, the Scots 
fall note bill was read-a third time. 

Mr Witttam Dunpas here brought up a claufe li- 

iting the iffue of the five fhilling notes to the 15th of 
February next. 

The claufe was added and the bill paffed. 

The mutiny bill was brought in by the Secretary at 
War, read a firft time and ordered to be read a fecond. 

Mr Hossart brought up the report of the-com- 
mittee of ways and means which fat yefterday. It was 
read a firft and fecond time, agreed to, and a bill a- 
greeable to the refolutions ordered to be brdught in. 

Mr Trerny rofe to make his promiféd motion. No 
one could be more fenfible than himfelf of the arduous 
nature of the tafk he had to encounter. Nothing but 
a {trong fenfe of duty could have induced him to prefs 
this motion upon the attention of the Houfe. He was 
forry to obferve, that another {pirit now prevailed in his 
Majefty’s Councils than that with which they were 
guided foon after the opening the conferences at Raftadt. 
He begged leave to enter his proteft again{t that fpirit. 
The cleare(t manner in which he could {tate what he 
had to urge to the Houfe, would be to notice the vari- 
ous objections that were likely to be made to his mo- 
tion. He had been at much pains to enquire what 
thefe objections were, and fhould endeavour to anfwer 
them as well as he could; he at the fame time affured 
the Houfe, that, if the anfwers he had received in the 
courfe of his enquiries had fatisfied him that there was 
any impropriety in his motion, he would have withdrawn, 
it, and faved them the trouble of any diftuffion. He 
then proceeded to flate the objections he had alluded 
to. he firft that occurred was, that this motion might* 
be thought an undue interference, with the prerogative. 
Of this objection, however, he did not expeét to hear 
much ; for that Houfe which had the power of voting 
or withholding fapplies, might fately direct the’ applica- 
tion of them, and fay, they fhould be’ beltowed on the 
navy not on the army, or on the army or navy, but not 
upon a continental warfare. It would perhaps be urged 
that this motion would tend to damp the fpirit now 
rifing in Europe again{t the enormous power of France. 
If there were any profpect of fuch a fpirit in Europe, 
or aty hope from it, he fhould be the Jaft man in Eng- 
land that would do any thing to damp it ; his’ motion 
had no fuch tendency. But he wifhed to diftinguith 
the true intereft of this country, and to afcertain the 
true value of that principle upon which gentlemen built 
their hopes of what they called the deliverance of Eu- 
rope. If he looked at the different Powers on the 
continent, there was no hope of any fuch fpirit among 
them. Pruflia was at peace with France, and emter- 
tained an ambaflador from that Republic. If he looked 
at the Emperor, there was no hope from him; if at the 
Empire, they were negociating a peace, Sometimes, in 
the Congrefs at Raftadt, there occurred little difputes 
of who fhould have one fide of a river, or who fhould 
have another ; but there was no appearance of any rup- 
ture being meditated by the negociators. Was it then 
to Ruffia or the Porte that we were to look for affiftance. 
"Lhe former Power had all the war been fertile ia pro- 
feflions, but how many of the promifes of the Ruihan 
cabinet had been performed. The latter Power had 
tardily armed again{t France, in confequence of a feel- 
ing of refentment for an infult and aggreflion. 

It could not be fuppofed that the Turks were anima- 
ted by any defire for the general deliverance of Europe. 
When a recompence fhould be offered to them. by 
France for the aggreffion made upon them it was pro- 
bable that their holtility would ceafe. No confederacy 
againft France could now hope for thar fuccefs which 
they had not in the commencement ofthe war. Was 
her military {kill lefs, or her pofition weaker, or had the 
lefs able generals to conduct hey armies? He then 
proceeded to refute a number of other objections whieh 
he fuppofed might be urged again{t his motion. He 
glanced at the fituation of Buonaparte in Egypt; if he 
did not get to India, it would be an objeét of confider- 
able alarm to have a French colony there [a cry of hear, 
hear, fiom the Minifterial fide]. Mr Tierney faid, he 
fuppofed gentlemen meant, that the driving the French 
out of Egypt was a fufficient object for the continuation 
of the war; that was a queflion which remained for 
difeuflion, and which ought to be well weighed. He 
certainly thought it was no grouad for continuing the 
war. 

He noticed the evacuation cf St Domingo, which he 
faid was highly dangerous to the moft valuable fettle- 
ments of this country. Fifty thoufand blacks in arms 
is a fpectacle which the world before never faw. ‘The 
{tate of our finances alfo called upon us to think earneft- 
ly for peace. He concluded by making the following 
m_ tion. 

“ That it is the duty of his Majefty’s Minifters to 
advife his Majefty not to enter into any engagement 
which might prevent his Majefty from commencing a 
negociation for peace when the Directory of the 
French Republic thould -be dilpofed to liften to terms 
of accommodation.” 

The motion being feconded, 

Mr Cannine faid, in the motion then be‘ore the 
Houfe there certainly was concealed a fly interference 
with the Royal Prerogative. The journals of the Houfs 
contain but two votes founded on motions of a fimilar

It there was an obvious opening to peace, and i 
nifters had interpofed any obltacles—or if it appeared 
from their paft conduét, that they felt a ftrong difneli- 
nation to peace, then, indeed, it might be pleaded that 
there wa seflity for the prefent motion. it was to 
d, how far this motion could be ufeful? The an- 
fwer, he feared, mult be, that it could be ufeful only to 
a’ rance, 

The Executive Directory feared nothing fo much as 

the peneral confederacy of Europe, of which England 
was to be at the head. [t was the bufinefs of their par- 
tizans to perfuade the people of France that no fuch con- 
federacy could be formed. 
He would fuppofe that France was now a defpotic 
monarchy—that the victory of the Nile had made a 
{trong impreflion on that Government—that it was e- 
very where threatened by revolt and difcontent—that 
its refources were exhaufted, and its armies {upplied 
only by confcriptions : he would: fuppofe the Minifter 
bringing forward a motion like the prefent difclaiming 
all foreign connections. ‘What a clamour would then 
be heard from the oppofite fide of the Houfe againft che 
blindnefs ana impolicy of the meafure! How would 
thofe Gentlemen adjure the Minilter, not to ioter- 
pofe to fave a lurking tyranny ?’—He did not mean to 
fay that France was a@tually fallen; and he therefore 
deprecated the more the meafure which had for its ten- 
dency to reftore the popularity of tlie French Govern- 
meant, to confolidate its power, and to refcueit from the 
trampling contempt in which it was held all over Eu- 
rope. ‘I'he motion would, ia his opinion, be more con- 
fiftent, if it went to the extent of voting that we fhould 
conclude a feparate peace. In its prefent thape, it went 
to {ettle the means without afcettaining the end, or, in 
other words, it went to make the end more difficult of 
attainment, by dimjnifhing the means. It placed a bro- 
ken rudder in the hands of the Minifter, which would 
rather retard han afhit his progrefs. The objeét of a 
war like the prefent was not a thing which a man may 
take in his hands, lay on the table, and fay, * there is 
an object !” 

He fhould anfwer the queftion\in another way, by 
referring to the general (tate of Europe. He could not 
be brought to envy the feelings of the man who could 
fee Switzerland bleeding at every pore—lItaly defpoiled 
and trampled upon—Hiolland groaning under the weight 
of its oppreflion—and Spain trembling at the nod of a. 
defpot ; and who could fay, we had nothing to do with 
their affairs. ‘This was, in his opinion, to anticipate 
fhame, ani to run before difprace and forrow. We 
could nou execute the great talk of deliverance alone; 
yet we werertold, that becaufe our old allies had difap-

the capacity of ftatefmen. The Turks had the fame ia- 
tereft in this cafe with the Aultrians—both had been 
equally provoked by the Fresch, and both were defirous-} 
ot revenge, 
»Ruflia-had been outwitted in like manner; and if 
there was any thing furprifing”i@@thie-eoalition, it-was 
ta be attributed to the monitrous and devouring ambi- 
tion of Frante, which had forced thefé powers into an 
alliance, which may otherwife appear to be unnatural, 
—If our former allies were faithlefs at one time, it was 
becaufe they were not fo enlightened then as they are 
at the prefent moment, with refpe& to the views of 
France.—He then proceeded to draw.a pathetic pice 
ture of the fafferings of the people in Switzerland— 
the rapes, murders, and conflagrations, which followed 
on the entrance of the French into their territo- 
ry, only to alfift them, he faid, in bringing about a flight 
Parliamentary Reform! There was no man fo befotted 
as not to believe that the Swifs would heartily join in 
the caufe, ifa general confederacy was formed on the 
Continent. But if this motion were to be adopted, we 
fhould throw a wet. blanket pn the fire, which was o- 
therwife about to fpread through Europe. 

When our allies were flightingly mentioned, he fhould 
like to know from which of their allies the French could 
expect ary thing like a firm adhefion and co-operation. 
—Was it from the Cifalpine Republic, which they 
had taken asa living fubje&t on whith they may practife 
their experiments in political anatomy, and through the 
palpitating members of which they hunted for the vital 
principle of republicanifm ? Was it from the Roman or 
Ligurian Republics, which they had fo ‘thamelefsly 
plundered and abufed ? Was it from the King of Sar- 
dinia, who, thopgh a nominal monarch in his palace, 
yet felt that the French General imahe citadel of Tu- 
rin was * a viccroy over him?—=If the war was once 
vigoroufly carried into Italy, none of thefe powers would 
quietly fic down under fuch Re? was the fame 
with Spain and Holland, whofe refources had been pal- 
fied by the baneful touch of French fraternity. The 
King of Spain, it was not impoflible, may thortly be 
compelled to fend a force to difplace his daughter from 
the throne of Portugal; but if, like William Tell, he 
was obliged to {hoot the apple from off the head of his 
child, was it not probable alfo, that, like him, he would 
be ready to aim his laftarrow at the brealt of his ty- 
rant? ; ; ; 

‘The viGory of Lord Nelfon has produced a convul- 
five bur{t of joy at Naples and Madrid, and at the lat- 
ter place even in the prefence of the vaffals of the Di- 
rectory. If, with this general fentiment in our favour, 
we could fecure the co-operation of the Continental 
Powers, would it be faid that this was net a Britith ob~ 
jet? [le remembered the time when any affertion to 
the contrary would have been {couted in that Houfe — 
If the negociation at Lifle had terminated in a peace, 
the Hon. Gentleman could not fay that France would 
therefore have abandoned her attempt on Hoypt, and 
that this proje& was not highly dangerous to our Indian 
poffefions. In that cafe, after reducing our armies, acd 
difmantling our ficets, we muft have been compelled 
to begin the war anew. But now, if we could prevail 

on Ruffia and the Porte to block up Buonaparte in E- 
pypt, would it be faid that this was nota Britith object ? 

If Auftria and Pruila could ‘be brought to interfere for 

the falvation of Holland and the Nethe:lands, would it 
be faid that this was nota Britith obje@?, ‘What was 
the firft feeling of every men,: and the frft queftion gn 
hearing of the victory of Lord Nelfon? Was it not 
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it would tend to the delirsrance of Europe ? Our Ga- 
veroment had interpofed to formalities to prevent 2 
peace from being concluded either at Title or ne‘Parise 
Qhey were ftill ready to receivt dP 0 bffor terms of 
ce. But hey for one, could not approve ihe ofids 
fpeech, intended to be overheard; and which was couch- 
ed in the prefent motion, “* We with that -the I'rencli 
Gentlemen would make forme overtures,”

ftrike fott in the battle. If the time were fitcing, he 
fhould rather advanve by a manly overtiires than by aa 
ambiguous motion, which may be differentiy underitood * 
by us, by the enemy, and by Europe, ‘The gueftior 
was, whether, exulting in ovr ‘own fafetw, we 
fhoald refufe to interfere for other powets? ft was 
trué that they had been inattive lookers on, whilft 
we were engaged fingle-handed againft France. We , 
might retaliate, it was trae; but would it not be a 
nobler vengeance to exert ourfelves in their behalf ?— 
To this we were alfo invited moft imperioufly by our 
own interelts. If he could be informed by any faper- 
human power that the more the power of Francé was 
increafed, the mort innoxious a neighbour fhe would © 
become, {till he would be inclined to interfete for the 
other powets of Europe. But feeling, as he did, that 
every {tride of ¥rance was dangerous to this country, 
and that every new acquifitidn on her part was only a - 
treafured means of hoftility againit us, he was mott: 
{trongly inclined to {ugh an intetference. ‘The prefent
